3. Claim 14 is allowed. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for 
allowance: US 4209446 teaches piperonylidenecrotonic acid amides. The compounds 
taught by the cited reference include unsaturated alkylene(CH=CH) whereas the 
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claimed compounds required by the instant invention contain a saturated alkyl chain(Le. 
(CH 2 )4 )• There is no motivation to substitute unsaturated alkylene to saturated alkyl 
chains. Chandhoke(1978) teaches various piper compounds. However, it fails to teach 
a cyclohexylamino substitution on R 9 position. Thus, the claimed subject matter has not 
been taught or suggested by any references of the record and the claim 14 is allowable 
over the prior art of the record.
